— to live as it imports advantage to us, is to 
live in the ſenſe of joy and pleature : fo Helans The 
Meek ſhall eat ond be ſatisfied, they ſhall praiſe the 
Lord that ſeek him, your heart ſhall live for ever, that 
is, rejoice for eve. fo alſo r Thef. 3. 8. How properly 
therefore may the (i: ure ſtare of bliſs be expreſſed by 
Life, ſince 'tis the proper ſcene of happineſs, where 
joy and pleaſure do ior ever abound, where there is an 
inexhav' (ible ſpring of = unmingled delights, iſſu- 
ing fort'i in Rivers o! Pleaſure from God's Right Hand 
for everimore ? So that if there be any nr un of 
the name ot life, 'tis doubtleſs the bliſsfull ſtate of thoſe 
happy Souls, who live in a continued ſenſe of all thoſe 
joys and comforts that an everlaſting Heaven imports. 

I now paſs on to the next thing propor, which 
was to ſhew wherein this everlaſting life conſiſts. And 
here I do not pretend to men pe of: ull 
the Beatitudes of that Heavenly for is a 
Task fit only for an Angel, or a glorified” Spirit ; all 
I aim at, is to give you ſuch an imperfe& account of 
it, as God hath thought fit to impart to Mortals in 
the Scripture, which h it fall infinitely ſhort of 
the thing it ſelf, yet is doubtleſs the 'beſt and utmoſt 
that our narrow Capacities can bear. - ' In ſhort, there- 
fore, concerning this bleſſed State, God hath revealed 
to us theſe ſix things : | |

to imitate, and tranſcribe them, a11d our imitation be- 
ing invigourated with a knowledge ſo clear, and a love 
ſo vehement, can never fail of producing the deſired 
reſemblance ;:1o'that the nzore we know 'God, the 
more we'ſhall ove. him, and the more we know and 
love, themore we: ſhall imitate and reſemble him ; and 
then both our inward motionsand outward aCtions bei 
all ofthem pure and t imitations of God,cannot fail

Lord, how muſt our Souls be inlarged and wide- 
ned, to be able to contain all thoſe mighty joys that 
muſt necefArily ſpring from our fruition of thee ; and 
to what a degree of happineſs ſhall we be advanced, 
when we ſhall be entertained with all the delights 
that the enjoyment of ſuch an infinite good can afford 
us ; and have hearts great enough to contain them all, 
without being overcharged with their weight and 
number ! 
3. That it includes a moſt indearing fruition of our 
lorified Saviour. And this certainly is none of the 
imalleſt ingredients of that bliſsfull ſtate, that we ſhall 
be ever with our bleſſed Lord, as the Apoſtle expreſſes 
it, 1 Theſ. 4. 17.-tor herein it's evident, the fame 
Apoſtle places one great advantage of the future ſtate, 
Phil. 1.23. andindeed it is impoſſible, but it muſt be 
a vaſt addition to the happineſs of all virtuous and 
grateſull Souls, to ſee this their bleſſed Friend and Bene- 
tactor, who came down from the Boſome of his Fa- 
ther, and for their ſakes expoſed himlſclt to a miſerable 
life anddeath ; to ſee him fitting at his Father's Right 
Hand, Crowned with Majeſty and Honour, ſurroun- 
ded with the whole Quire of Angels and Saints, like 
a Sun in the midſt of a circle of Stars, for lovers mu- 
tually partake of each others joys and ſorrows ; and 
therefore as the lovers of- Jeſus, when they faw him 
hanging on the Croſs, covered with wounds and 
blood, with ſcorn and undeſerved Infamy, ſympathi- 
zed with him in all his ſorrows, participated the thame 
of all his Reproaches, felt every Pain and Agony he 


indured, echoed to every ſigh and groan he breathed;

ſo whenathey behold him on the Throne of Heaven, 
ſhining with Glory and Honour, and ſurrounded with 
infinite pleaſures and delights, they ſympathize with 
him alſo in all his happineſs, they rejoyce in his joys, 
exult in his glories, and triumph in his exaltation ; 
ſo that his happineſs is a common bank, ufwhich all 
the Inhabitants of Heaven have a ſhare, and every joy 
he feels ſtrikes —_ heart throughout all the Aem- 
bly of his happy lovers : for how can any gratefull 
Soul forbear being raviſht at the ſight of his happineſs, 
when the conſiders how ſhe was healed by his ſtripes, 
and glorified by his Humiliation ? But when this beſt 
Friend of Souls ſhall not only permit me to ſee his 
Happineſs, but alſo introduce me into it, when his 
bletied mouth ſhall bid me welcome, and pronounce 
my Euge bone ſerve, Well done good and profitable Ser- 
vant, enter into thy Maſters joys, what tongue can 
expreſs the Heaven of joy it muſt needs create in 
me! O bleſſed Jeſu, how inconceivably happy will 
that day be, when I, who am loaded with ſo many 
vaſt obligations to love thee, ſhall be introduced into 
thy preſence, to ſee thy glory, and ſympathize in thy 
Joy, as thou didit in my miſery ; to thank and praiſe 
thee face to face for all thoſe wonders of love with 
which thou haſt obliged me,and to bear a part in that 
Heavenly Song, Worthy is the Lamb that was ſlain to 
receive power and riches, and wiſedom, and ſtrength;and 
honour, and glory, and bleſſing, who haſt redeemed us 
wnto God by thy bloud, out of every Kindred, and Tongue, 
and People, and Nations, Rev. g. 12. 

4. Eternal life alſo includes a moſt delighttull con- 
yerle and ſociety with Angels,and glorified Spirits ; for 
when we come to the City of the lrvingGod,the Heaven 
ly Jeralalem,the Apoſtle tells us what our Socicty will 

be 
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be there, wiz. The innumerable company of Angels, the 
general Aſſembly and Church of the firſt born, God the 
. Judge of all the ſpirits of juſt men made perfett, and 
Feſus the Mediator of the New Covenant, Heb. 12. 
22,2324. As for our Society with God and Jeſus, = 
have already heard,and as for all the reſt, it conſiſts of 
Angels, and the departed Spirits of good men,which be- 
ing ſtript of all thoſe imperfeftions which they car- 
ried about them during their abode in theſe 'Earthly 
Tabernacles, have nothing remaining in them but whar 
is Pure, and Heavenly, and Divine, nothing of Folly 
or Errour, reſerve or difguize, peeviſhnefs or diſſimu- 
lation, nothing but wiſedom, and love, candour and in- 
regrity, openneſs and freedom, and in a word nothing 
but what indears their Converſation, and renders 1t 
_——_y pleaſant, profitable and obliging; for their 
underſtandings are all light, and their wills and affec- 
tions all vertue and goodneſs, and as the one furniſhes 
them with the beſt matter of Converſation, fo the 
other diſpoſes them to the moſt obliging manner : for 
though we know not the way in which they converſe 
and communicate their thouglts and minds to each 
other, yet there's no doubt but Souls can talk- with 
Souls, and mutually impreſs their thoughts upon each 
other, without theſe Corporeal Organs, as well as with 
them ; when theretore Souls, which have- ſuch vaſt 
treaſures of knowledge in their minds, and ſuch am- 
ple perfe&tions of goodneſs in their wills, are linked to- 
gether im Society, whit an amiable converſation muſt 
they enjoy with each other, when they have all the 
Philoſophy of God's Nature, Creation and Providence, 
all the Miracles of his love; and Myfterious contri- 
vances of his Wiſedom lying open before them 2 What 
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a noble, fragrant, and boundleſs Field of Diſcourſe 
have they to entertain each other, and when their 
hearts are all united in the moſt perfe& Charity, and 
their affetions mutually interlinked with the moſt 
obliging Graces , with what freedom and confidence, 
with what unſpeakable ſatisfaftion and complacency 
muſt they impart their noble thoughts to each other, 
and empty the rich treaſures of their knowledge into 
one anethers minds? for the Members of this bleſſed 
Society being all of them both great Philoſophers, 
and perfect Friends, there can be nothing thatis fooliſh 
or impertinent, falſe or erroneous on the one hand, 
nothing that is peeviſh, or contentious, moroſe or 
offenſive on the other, intermingled with their Con- 
verſation,but Wiſedom muſt be the fole entertainment 
of it, and love and mutual endearments the welcome. 
O what a bleſſed alteration therefore will there be in 
our Converſation when we leave this wrangling and 
impertinent world, and aſſociate our: ſelves vi that 
glorious Aſſembly of wiſe and perfe&t Lovers! where 
we ſhall freely converſe with Angels 4nd Arch-Angels, 
with the Patriarchs, Prophets and Apoſtles, and with 
all thoſe great and gallant Souls that were here Re- 
nowned fortheir Piety and Goodneſs, and be familiar- 
ly entertained by them with all the deep Philoſophy 
of Heaven; where all thoſe ineffable things which St. 
Paul ſaw and heard in his rapture, ſhall be freely unfol- 
dedto us in the Colloquies of Saints and Angels, and 
our minds ſhall be throughly initiated into all thoſe 
wondrous Myſteries whic LT never ſaw, nor Ear 
heard, and which never en into the heart of Man 
to conceive ; and in a word, where we ſhall live in per- 
fet friendſhip, and love and 'be beloved with infinite 
ardour and fincerity, and all our converſation ny 

ole 
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thoſe bleſſed People ſhall be an everlaſting interchange 
of wiſe and holy indearments. 

5. Eternal lite alſo includes the glory and delightful- 
neſs of the place where all theſe bleſſed things are en- 
joyed, for though the ſtate of the bleſſed be ſufficiently 
glorious to transform the moſt diſmal place into a Para- 
diſe,and tocreatea Heaven of light andjoy in thedarkeſt 
Dungeon of Hell, yet ſuch is ths goodnels of God, 
as to prepare a place for us proportionably glorious to 
this happy ſtate, which according to the Scripture ac- 
count 1s the higheſt Heaven, or the upper and purer 
trafts of the Ztrher, where there 1s everlaſting day, 
and a perpetual calm and ſerenity ; tor ſo our Saviour 
tells the Penitent Thief, This day ſhalt thou be with 
me in Paradiſe, Luke 23.43. and where this Paradiſe 
is, St. Paul informs us, 2 Cor. 12. for v. 2. he tells us 
of his being rapt into the third Heaven, which in the 
4th v. he calls Paradiſe, where he heard thoſe ineffa- 
ble words; now that by the third Heaven, he means 
the uppermoſt, viz. the Heaven of Heavens, which 
is the Seat of God's glorious Shechina, or ſpecial pre- 
ſence is evident by this, becauſe according to the 
Jewiſh Philoſophy, to which he here alludes, Hea- 
ven was divided into three Regions, viz. the Cloud. 
bearing, the Star-bearing, and the Angel bearing Re: 
gion, the laſt of which they called the third Heaven, 
in which they placed the Throne of the Divine Ma- 
jeſty, and that by Paradiſe he means the ſame place, is 
evident, becauſe by this name the Jews, in whoſe lan- 
guage he ſpeaks, were wont to call the third Heaven; 
tor ſo Rab. Menachem on Leviticus tells us, It is appa- 
rent that the great reward of our Obedience is not to be 
enjoyed in this life 3. Verum poſt diſſolutionem juſtus adi- 
Piſcitur regnum quod dicitur Paradiſus, fruiturque con- 
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ſpeitu divine, i, e. But after death the juſt ſhall arrive 
at the Kingdom which is called Paradiſe, and there en- 
joy the beatifical Viſion, and therefore is this Heaven- 
ly Region of Angels called by the name of Paradiſe, in 
alluſion to the Earthly Paradiſe of Edes, denoting te 
us, that as that was the Garden of this lower world, 
as being a ſpot of ground abounding with pleaſures 
and delights beyond all other places; fo this is the 
Garden ot the whole Creation, the moſt beautifull and 
delightfull Region, within all the vaſt ſpaces of the 
world ; nor can we imagine it otherwiſe, conſidering 
that 'tis the place which the great Monarch of the 
World hath choſen above all others for his Imperial 
Court and ſpecial Reſidence, and prepared to receive 
the glorified Humane Nature of his only begotten Son, 
and to entertain his Friends and Favourites for ever; tor 
if theſe Out: Rooms of the World are ſo Royal and 
Magnificent, how infinitely ſplendid muſt we needs 
imagine the Preſence-Chamber of the great King, 
whoſe preſence like a glorious Sun, irradiates and gilds 
it all over with a bright and everlaſting day? 
Although therefore the Scripture hath no where gi- 
ven us a full deſcription of this bliſstull place, becauſe 
perhaps the glory of it is ſuch as tranſcends all hu- 
mane expreſſion ; yet ſince God erected it on purpoſe 
to be the everlaſting Seat and Manſion of his Adop- 
-ted Heirs of Glory, we have all the reaſon in the 
world to conclude that he hath exquiſitely furniſhed it 
with all accommodations requiſite for a moſt happy 
and bliſsfull life, and that the Houſe is every way ſut- 
table to the entertainment : whenſoever therefore any 
ure and vertuous Sout is releaſed from this Cage of 
forrality, away it flies under the Conduct and Pro- 
rection of good Angels through the Air and —_ 
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beyond the firmament of Stars, and never ſtops, till 
it 1s arrived at thoſe bleſſed Abodes; on the top of all 
the Heavens,where God andJeſus,and Saints,and Angels 
dwell. And O with what unſpeakable delight will it con- 
template that 'new ſcene of things, when aſloon as 
it is entred into that bright Empire of cternal day, it 
ſees it felt ſurrounded with infinite Splendor and Glo- 
ry ; ſo that which way ſoever it calts its Eyes, it's 
entertained with new objects of wonder and dclight, 
which being ſuch as will infinirely ſurpaſs its biggeſt 
expectations, will force it to cry out as the Queen of 
Sheba did when ſhe ſaw the Magnificence of So/omor's 
Court, it was a true report indzed which I beard of this 
bleſſed place inthe world I came from, howbeit, now 7 
am come, and mine Eyes have ſeen it, 1 am ſenſible that 
not the half was told me, its glory and magnificence 
infinitely exceeding the fame which I heard of it / 

Sixthly and laſtly, The complement of this Eter- 
nal life is, that it is eternal ; tor fo, Jebn 6. 27. Chriſt 
calls his Do&trine the meat which indures unto eternal 
life, and in the 40th v. he tells them, that 'twas his Fa- 
ther's will, that they who believed on him fhould have 
everlaſting life, but becauſe everlaſting, and for ever 
doth in Scripturc ſometimes denote a long but not an 
endleſs duration, therefore he hath taken care to ex- 
preſs this Article in ſuch words 2s muſt neceſſarily de- 
note an endleſs duration of bliſs, for he hath not on- 
ly told us in John 6. 50. that they who beheve his 
Do&trme ſhall not die, but that whoſoever liveth and 
believeth in him ſhall never die, John 11. 26. yea, and 
not only ſo, but that they ſhall ever ſee death, 
Fohn 8, 51. i.e. ſhall never come within the proſpect 
or danger of dying ;in Luke 20. 36. he tells them nor 
only that they ſhall not, but that they cannot die any 
more, 
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more, for they are equal unto the Angels ; now what a 
mighty addition muſt this make to the joys of the 
bleſſed, that they are ſuch as ſhall never expire, but 
indure as long as God, and run paralel with Eternity, 
that they are not meaſured by moments or hours, by

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Dr. Crown will be acknowledged by all that know and 
underſtood him, a ſtar of the firſt magnitude, for 
beſides the deep and accurate inſight he had in the 
frame and ructure of Humane Bodies, of which he 
ve ſuch abundant proof in his Learned Anatornical 
eQures, beſides his large and comprehenſive know- 
e of the Virtues and Qualities of Medicaments, 

of the Natures and Symptomes of Diſeaſes, the 
Theory of which he had vaſtly cultivated and impro- 
ved by a long, a curious, and well- digeſted Experi- 
ence ; beſides theſe things, I fay, he was a very ge+ 
nerous and carefull Practitioner, for t his Prac- 
tice was very large among thoſe of the better Rank 
and Quality, yet his Ears were always open to the 
Cries and Complaints of the Poor, to whom he al- 
waies Adminiſtred with as much care and conſidera- 


tion for Pity and for Charity ſake, as ever he did to 


to the Rich for the moſt generous reward ſake ; 
for the life of a Man was fo dear and pretious 
to him, that he eſteemed the very ſaving it to be 
a much greater reward than the largeſt Fee, like the 
great Phyſician of Souls, hc had a tender ſympathy 
with his Patients in all their Griefs and Diſeaſes, and 
his owri Natural Compaſſion did ſo much intereſt him 
in their ſorrows anddangers, that 'twas a _ caſe 
to himſelf to cafe and relieve them, fo that the Phyſi- 
cian and the Patient cotnmonly languiſh'd and recove- 
red together, : and as his Sk1)l and his Care were equal- 
ly great, ſo was his ſucceſs anſwerable to bath ; for 
x Mary he himſelf be gone, yet he hath left behind him 
magy a living Monument of himfelf, who cannot but 
acknowledge with Gratitude to his Memory, that un- 
der God they owe the breath which they now draw, 


to the skill and experience of this great Z/exdapies.

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And as he had an excellent mind, fo he had a lovely 
and amiable temper, a temper in which there was no- 
thing but what was highly indearing, nothing that was 
ſtormy or tempeſtuous, rough or ſower, imperious or 
inſolent, falſe or malitious, humorous 4 ry. 
but was altogether compounded of the and ſwee- 
teſt ingredients of kindneſs and benignity, of mo- 
deſty and humility, of curteſie and affability, and in a 
word, of every good thing that good Nature implies ; 
his Paſſions were always ſober, and his Appetites tem- 
perate, his Condu& was very prudent, but yet very 
pun&tual and honeſt, his Converſation was innocent 
and chearfull, and facetious, and his Carriage was 
grave, but yet gentile and obliging. In ſhort, he had 
all the Wit of a good Poet, all the temper of a Philoſo- 
pher, and all the good humour of a Well-bred Gentle. 
man. This he was in himſelf, we will now briefly 
conſider him in his ſeveral Relations, as he was a Crea. 
ture, and fo related to God. 'T have very often heard 
him expreſs a very ſcrious and awfull ſenſe of the Di- 
vine Majeſty, and particularly upon his Death-bed not 
many hours before his departure, where he heartily 
th God that he had well weighed and conſidered 
the' courſe of his life, and the final iſſues and events 
of his ations, and with a very ſerious chearfulneſs re- 
fgn'd up himſelf into God's hands and diſpoſal, pro- 
felling himſelf to be very well content to live or dye, 
as God in his Wiſedom ſhould think it moſt expedient, 
deſiring me to pray with him and for him. As he was 
a Husband-— Alas, the tears of his ſorrowfull Reli&t 
do but too loudly proclaim how good, and how kind 
he was ;. and in ſuch an indearing Relation, what lefs 
could be expected from ſo good a nature : For here all 
. his natural ſweetneſs and benignity, which — 
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diffuſed it ſelf through the whole ſphere of his aftivity, 
was contracted and united in one point or centre, and 
ſo was rendred more intenſe and _— by its union. 
The Holy Scripture tells us, that the Fusband and the 
Wife are one fleſh ; but here one would have thought 
they had been one Soul too, - for they had all the ſame 
likings and dif-likings, the ſame joys and ſorrows, 
the ſame pains and pleaſures; ſuch perte&t Unizons 
were their hearts, that whatever Note one ſtruck, t'o- 
ther ecchoed and reſounded it 3 ſo that what the good 
Portia ſaid to her dear Bretws , this happy pair might 
have truly faid to each other, xownrl; ciju ayaM%v xoi- 
voovle Te Evaigar, I am the partner of thy fortunes, and 
have an equal ſhare with thee in all that thou ſuffereſt or 
enjoyeſt. As he was a Maſter, the lamentations of his 
Servants, for the ſhare they had in the loſs of him, ſuf. 
ficiently demonſtrates his great kindneſs and goodneſs 


, far his whole Family, which while he was well, 


always wear ſprightly and chearfull looks, u 
the ſad ns OE no hope of biocecton, 
was preſently converted into a Houſe of Mourning , 
and every countenance was changed, as ifthey had all 
been ſentenced to die with their Maſter. Once more 
conſider him as a Neighbour, he was a publick good 
to the place where he hved; and, like a rich field of 
Spices, he ſcattered his perfumes throughout all the 
Neighbourhood , where upon every call and invita- 
tion he was ready to doe good, and freely contributed 
his beſt skill and care, to all that needed and reque- 
ſted it. Thus while he lived. Dr. Croun was a publick 


good, and a great and eminent Benefactour to the 
. World ; ſo that his loſs is like the breaking up of a 
"Common treaſury, in which we had all of us a ſhare; 


and accordingly ye ſce , that though his kindred and 


alliance 
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alliance was not very large, yet by the lamentations

wang 1. our debts to his Memory with our Tears ; 
but if- we would be benefited by his Memory, as we 
were by his Life, let us remember his excellent Virtues 
and Accompliſhments fo as to imitate and tranſcribe 
them to follow his Example in all the good things he 
did; and if we knew any evil, to ſhun and avoid it: by 
thus doing we ſhall convert his Memory into Medicine, 


and render him as good a Phyſician to our Souls now ... 


he is dead, as he was to our Bodies whilſt he was livi 
and fo improve our preſent loſs into our everlafiing od. 
vantage. Which God of his infinite Mercy grant ;
